1513.—An event occurred 
to day, which Abdool related with 
great pleasus e. At Meonickpore re- 
sides an-aged man, of venerable. ap- 
pearance, ‘with a flowing white beard, 
who is considered a Holy Man. He 
ig the proprietor of several villages ; 
und isa man of more than ordinary 
good nature. He has many servants 
and many disciples, and keeps open 
heuse for travellers. Op these ac- 
eaupts he is much venerated by his 
neighbors. iis place of Worship is 
held very sacred, and many go thith- 
er ason a kind of pilgeimage. On 
Abdool looking in at the outer gate 
of the premises, ene WHO Was going 
in said, ‘ Come on, and pay your de- 
votions. — ddd. *‘ What place is this ° 
=‘ It isa holy place; come in.’— Add. 
‘ What advantage will arise from my 
going 10 > Str anger.* Why every 
body zoes..— Abd. ° ‘Though every bo- 
dy should act senselessly, why should 
3>—On this the Old Man came, and 
asked Abdool who he was ?—.4hd.* I 
am one of mankind, a servant of God.’ 
‘Phe master of the house pressed him 
to. go in ; and ordered food to be brot’ 
for him, and for a. Christian Lad who 
waswith him. Ono the fvod being 
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brought, he himself set it before them, 
and begged them to eat—Abd *‘ Ex- 
cuse me, | may not eat of your dishes, 
not that I have any objection to eat 
with you, or with anv one: but I am 
a Christian ; and should I eat with 
you, your disciples would say you had 
lost Caste’—* You are, at all events, 
a good man,-for thus explaining to 
me, and [am happy to see you. Pray 
have the English any books besides 
Histories and Books ef Amusement?’ 
Abd.‘ Yes, surely; they have the 
Books of Moses, of the Prophets, and 
the Gospel. All the ancient books 
are in their possession,—‘ Yes! the 
Law, the Psalms, the Gospel, and 
the Koran. Iknow there are Four 
Divine Books.—46d. ‘ Weil! aii 
these are in the hands of the Eaglish ; 
though of these there are many books 
which you include under the name of 


the Law; mentigping Isaiah and 
Daniel, and saying that David wes 
the author of the Psalms. ‘ Well.

said the Old Man, - I never knew that 
before ; and have the English any 
kiad of worship among them ?’)— 
‘Certainly they have: bat they are 
taught to shut their door, and to pray 
to their Father who seeth in secret. 
They place no dependence en out- 
ward observances for salvation. Why, 
if yon are to be judged according to 
your opinions, by your works, you 
mast be condemned. You are regui. 
red to have on clean clothes when vou 
worship ; and that is easily obeyed: 
but then you are also to exciude the 
world from your mind, and te wor- 
ship with the heart intensely fixed on 
God, (repeating a verse of the Korsn 
in proof) Now do you thus fulfill the 
precept ” Ibe Old Man said, *‘ Oh 
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no ?-—Abd. ‘ Then are you not an of- 
fender ?—‘ Alas! yes’—Abd. ‘ Now 
the Christians are taught to believe 
in Jesus as enduring the sliame and 
pain and death on the’ Cross which 
they déserve ; and that, through faith 
ian hissufferings, they shall be sav- 
ed. They do indeed obey God; yet 


not of theniselves, but by his grace: 


and their obedience attends their sal- 
vation, though not as the price of it.’ 
“The Old Man expressed great thank- 
fulness ; said he had never heard such 
things before, told his disciples- these 
were true words, and beggetia copy 
of the Gospel ; for which; as Abdoo! 
had not taken one with him; he walk. 
ed down, attended by his retinue. On 
patting, he begged Abdool would 
give him a sentence to remember.— 
This is a custom between Spiritual 
Guides, when they part after a visit ; 
andthe most abeurd expressions are 
common among theuron these ovcca- 
sions. Abdvol said: ‘ Tnere is no 
such custom among Christians; but 
F can tell you one sentence, which, if 
you remember and believe, may be 
of service to you; and that is The 


blood of Jesus Christ. the Son of 


God, cleanseth from al stn! He 
requested: Abdool would write to him, 
from time to time, on such subjects. 

At Daiamow Abdool went to the 
house of the head man ; who, on hear- 
ing the name Abdool Massee, discov- 
ered 80 much ill will, as did several 
about him, that, for fear ofa tumult, 


Abdool shortly took leave; observing 


that they reminded hint of the com- 
mand, not to cast pearls before swine, 
lest they turn again and rend thee. 
Feb 13—Suturday arrived at 
Cawnpore On Sunday Abdaol’s bro- 
ther, and his nephew, came from 
Lucknow to meet hin. Taey receiv- 
ed him with great aifection, and wish- 
ed to eat with him, andbe one with 
him in all things. Abdool wisely 
would not suffer them, until they 
should understand the grounds of his 
conversion, when they might choose. 


They brought word thet a great stir 

had been made in Lucknow, on the 

report of his baptisin reaching that 

place. One night a crowd collected 
at his father’s house, and demanded 

that he should openly renounce his*a 
postate son, or they should suspect 
him also of becoming Christian. He 
and the brothers declared they would 
not renounce Abdool, who always 
behaved kindly, and now wrote te 
them with much.affection. A tumult 
ensued, which required the interfe- 
rence of the Cutwal, or Mayor ; and 
the report was carried to the Nabob’s 
sons, if not to the Nabob himeelf — 
The great men-took the part of Ab- 
dool’s family, and threatened the o- 
ther party. These circumstances 
were partly known, and it had been 
determined as most advisable for Ab- 
dovwl not to goto Lucknow for the 
present : but, on being told of hia 
family’s continued good will and fe- 
vorable disposition to the Gospel ; as 
also that his father, mother, brothers 
and sisters, with (heir children, had 
determined on coming to see him if 
he would not go over ; the sisters al- 
so resolving to risk the displeasure of 
their husbands rather than not see 
him: Abdool thought he ought to go ; 
and we, commending him to the 
Lord, sent him with his brother and 
nephew, with one servant to bring us 
word of his welfare. 

Abdool is well known here, and his 
return has excited much talk about 
religion. It would oceupy too much 
time to record every part of the con 
versation which he held the first day 
he went tothe Bazar. It would ex- 
plain exactly what is recorded of St. 
Piul's disputing daily in the mar- 
Ket. Acts xvii. }7. 

One circumstance seems worthy to 
be remembered, as it shews that the 
Natives are well aware that Christi- 
anity requires diligence in business. 
A faqueer by trade, on seeing Ab- 
dool, cried out, ‘ Hot you seller of 


(your) faith, will you give me sny 
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thing ?’—Abd. * If you desire to pur- 
chase spiritual blessings, 1 may per- 
haps be able to supply you ; but as to 
worldly things, 1 have little to give. 
What I have, I labor for, and you are 
able to work for your provision as 
well as 1’ The Faqueer replied, 
4 Sot lexpected, now. you are be- 
come English, you would be for set- 
ting me to work ; I know their way 
js, ‘Work for your bread! work for 
your bread!’ 

On the evening of Sunday the 2st, 
we were agreeably surprised by the 
return of Abdool from Lucknow. He 
found the ill-will.of his former friends 
so much excited, that he did not leave 
his father’s house during the day he 
staid there. In the evening he went 
toa friends house, and had much 
discussion on the subject of religion. 
He gave ten copies of St. Matthew to 
different persons who desired them, 
and prudently withdrew privately ; 
and praised God, he says, when he 
set foot on British territory. 

Two daysafter his return, his fa- 
ther, two brothers, and two nephews, 
eame over. Their prejudices appear 
removed. Tis-spine’ in prayer, 
both in private and in church ; and 
declared their intention of embracing 
Christianity. Most of their inqui- 
ries were on the subject of our Lord's 
Divinity ; of which, after having seen 
the evidences from the Old and New 
Testaments, they seemed convinced. 
Their parting with Abdool was very 
affecting. The old man threw his 
arms round his son’s neck, and wept 
plentifully. Abdool was much mov- 
ed, andsaid, ‘J prey, Sir, forbear 
your tears. My Lord hath said, He 
that loveth brother, or sister, oar 
Sather, or mother, more than me, is 
not worthy of me’ ‘ Well, well, 
said the old man; ‘ but lam return- 
ing to calamity | know; many will 
try to trouble me; but I give up 
these.’ turning to his two grand-chil- 
dren, ‘ to:be educated in Christianity ; 
Icommit them to Jesus Christ! God 
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grant that that country (Lucknow) 
inay 600n come into the possession of 
the British! then we might live in 
peace.’ Abdool reminded him that 
God could deliver him, and that His 
peace is alone worth caring for— 
‘True,’ said the younger brother, and 
these lads we commit to Christ! Du- 
ring the rains I also will come and 
stay some months with you.’ 

Sunday, September 5, 1813.—Du- 
ring the past week, twoof the Mol- 
wees who have attended to read the 
Scriptures, have ceclared themselves 
convinced of the Divine Authority of 
the Gospel, and expressed their in- 
tention of receiving baptism. A man 
of consequence, with his two sons, 
and a learned Bramin, have done the 
same to Abdool in the city. Thie 
morping, on account of the rain, few- 
er attended Hindostanee Worship. — 
Of them, a boy aged 13 or 14, one of 
the scholars in the City School, who 
bas several times lately expressed a 
desire to be baptised, was asked, 
‘Why do you wish to become @ 
Christian ?—He mentioned the mira- 
cles, death, resurrection and ascen- 
sion of our Lord, as proofs that he is 
the only Saviour. He was again 
questioned, ‘ Why did Christ thus 
die and riee again ?—Ans. ‘ For our 
sins. — Ques. ‘ What do you suppose 
sin to be »—Ange.‘ All kinds of bad 
words and bad actions. — Qurs.‘ Are 
you censcious of having sinned” He 
answered, with some confusion, ‘Yes’ 
Ques.‘ And what makes you think 
you shall be forgiven if you become a 


‘Christian ”— Ans. ‘ Jesus Christ will 


wash away my sips with his own 
blood’—An explanation of the Com- 
mandments was read after prayers, 
which excited much attention; and 
a good deal of conversation on the 
subject, after Divine Worship was 
ended. 

September 19. — Yesterday the wife 
of one of the Molwees who attend to 
readthe Scriptures daily, sent for 
Abdool. She told him that her hus- 
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band dees nothing now but talk of re- 
ligion—that he is conatantiy sighing, 
and seems deeply troubled—that 
when she asks him the cause, he tells 
her he is mourning over his sins ; 
that he must bea Christian: and that 
if she will be influenced by him she 
tnust also. She sent for Abdool to 
know the reason ofall this: and to 
beg thatshe might not be separated 
from her husband Abdoo!l told her, 
that if her husband became a Chris 
tian, be would not then part with her 
at all, unless she herself left him, Ke. 
She begged fora copy of the Gospel 
for herself, that she might learn more 
of this matter. 

On Thursday began to attend in 
the city, at four P. M. where several 
respectable people, both Hindoos and 
Mahometans, came daily to read the 
Scriptures and hear them explained. 

September 21, 1813—This after- 
noon Molwee Mahomed Fazil, the 
person referred to above, came on 
purpose to request that he might be 
admitted to baptism on Sunday next. 
He said, with tears, that he had, for 
some time been perfectly convinced 
ofthe Divine Authority of the Gos. 
pel, that now, perceiving this life 
short and uncertain, he wishedto se. 
cure life eternal ; and that to be a- 
shamed of Christ would subject him 
to be put to shame at the Great Day. 
Ile is one of those who have lately 
come daily to read the Scriptures, 
and has inquired minutely into every 
subject of objection. He is the Mol- 
wee who came Ap.il Sth to inquire 
in what part of Scripture Clrist is 
called the Son of God. 

Sept. 22.—To-day, the son of Talib 
Messee Khan came by appointment, 
and the following conversation took 
place —* Your father told me yester- 
day, you also wish to be baptized on 
Sunday next” Ans. * That is my de- 
gire— Ques. ‘ Why do you desire it® 
Ans.‘ That my end may be happy.’ 
Ques.‘ Cannot you have a happy end 
in any otlier religion ” dns. ‘ No: 


» ~/? 
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I am persuaded i cannot’— Oyes, 
‘ Wiat have you discovered ig the 
Gospel that should make you deter. 
mine thus 2? Ans.‘ IL perceive there 


is no one that can be compared With 


the Lord Jesus Christ’— Ques. 
do you ses any necessity for sach a 
Mediator” dans. * Yes: he gave his 
own life a ransom for our sins, and 
what he did and suffered was on our 
account "— Ques.* Bat do you see 
in yourself that sin is such an evil as 
to require such sufferings?” dng. 
‘Yes: and I desire tohave my sins 
forgiven, and to be made holy” 
September 23 — Yesterday and to- 
day a person from Delhi. an Arme- 
nian by nation, and a Christian by 
profession, attended to read the 
Scriptures. He had visited Abdool 
in the forenoon ; and, on seeing the 
care which he took to instruct the 
Catechumens, with the general re- 
garc paid to religion by those who at- 
tend, he lamented, with tears, the 
hitherto careless life which he had 
led, and begged for capies of the 
translations and prayers ; and has ta- 
ken a few copies with him to Dethi, 
Four of the women of the Roman 
Catholic Church have been engaged 
with the new converte, reading the 
Ten Commandments, with seeming 
concern for their salvation. One in 
particular, who separated herself 
from her husband that she might be 
entirely devoted to the service of the 
Virgin Mary. laments that she has 
been so long deceived, and vainly 
striving to work out a salvation of her 
own.

September 30 —Siate of the Na- 
tive Church at the end of the mouth 
—eleven baptized advite and two 
children ; twenty-six catechumens. — 
Boys at school in the city, forty-seven; 
of whom eight are reading St. Mat 
thew’s Gospel ; the others learning 
to read and repeat a chatechism.— 
In the school at Taje Gupce. two 
miles east ofthe city, are 15 boys, 
and at Lokarkee Mundee, in the 
Wesiern Suburbs, are 27 boys learn- 
ing toread, and to repeat the Cate- 
chism. or the instruction of all 
these, live Schoolmasgters are retain 
ed, and cne English Writer to in- 
struct in reading and writing English 
athome. A piace of worship is e- 
recting in the city 46 feet long, and 
20 feet wide. It is expected to be 
completed in October. Tie Hugeem 
Talib Messee Khan administers medi- 
cine daily gratis to many afflicted 
poor. 

In these schools at Meerat, many 
native children are reading the 
Scriptures, aod Mr. Bowley, has, for 
these two mouths past, read the 
Scriptures every Sabbath day to ma- 
ny assembled Netives at that place, 
and is otherwise very actively engag- 
ed in dissemin alin g the knowlec; Ze of 
Vivine Truth

it always points to the Jews as first in 
the procession of worltbies—as lead: 
ing the march of universal victory— 
as resuming their lost precedency @- 
ver an evangelized world. The ulti- 
mate triumphs of Christianity itself 
are represented as, 19 &@ measure, 
suspended upon the conversion of the 
Jews. ‘he world is to wait for them. 
“fhe hand of eternal mercy is to be 
wnchained only by their conversion. 
“The earth is not to be watered by the 
yichest dews of heaven, till the vine 
flourishes upon the holy hill’ 

In answer to some objections, Mr, 
©. vemarks:— The principle on 
which the Society proceeds, is this: 
it discovers in the sacred writings a 
general injunction to preach the gos- 
pel to allnations. No peuple being 
excluded from the blessing, the ser- 
vantof God naturally searches out 
those points of the universe where his 
aitempts are likely to be most profita- 
bly conducted. Amengst others, he 
finds a people partly inixed up with 
the mass of Christian society, and 
partly collected in the very centre of 
Lurope ; either living inthe light of 
Christianity, or touching upon the 
confines of it. He finds, moreover, 
that the conversion of that nation, 
thus eligibly cireumstanced for in- 
struction, isto precede the general 
conversion ofthe world. He discov- 
ers that this people have always been 
a peculiar object of the divine dispen- 
gations, and that almost every move- 


‘tion to migrate to their own Jand Tf 





ment of Providence points to them- 
Is itthen wonderful that their con- 
version should become a favorite gb. 
ject to the devout student of the Bible 
—that he should begin his labors at 
a point, where he knows that partial 
success will pave the way to the gene. 

ral success,—that he should cheer his 
fainting hopes with looking on the 
star which God hath lighted up in tie 
dark horizon of Judea—that he about 
follow its guidance, and should there 
choose to combat with unbelief, at the 
point where the triumph of faith is to 
be achieved.’ 

‘Ithas been said by some, ‘ We 
discover no particular encouragement 
to undertake the conversion of thy 
Jews at the present moment, either 
in the circumstances of our own coun- 
try, or in those of the world in gene- 
ral.’ “To this,’ says he, ‘1 reply, that 
ido discover such encouragement. 4 
discover itin the dislocation of the 
Mahometan power, which has always 
been the grand political barrier to 
Jewish restoration. I discover it in 
the concurrent testimony of the most 
able interpreters of prophecy, that 
the period for the restoration of the 
Jews is fastapproaching. I discover 
it in the fact, that many of the Jews 
themselves entertain the same opin- 
ion. I discoveritin the remarkable 
circumstance, which seems to be weil 
authenticated, of many Jews having 
manifested of late a singular disposi- 





discover it in the unprecedented fa- 
cilities provided in our own age and | 
country, by our commercial connex- 
ions, by our naval preponderance, and | 
above al], by the very general spirit 
of religious zeal and enterprise which 
God hasso mercifully awakened in 
thisfavored country. 1 discover it 
in the means supplied for the opera- 
tions of this Society, and the opera- 
tion of other Societies ; ‘by the cir- 
culation of Bibles, and of Missiona- 
ries abroad, and by. the -erection of 
schools upon a new and powesful 
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| grinciple, athome. I discover it in 
the factof the almost instantaneous 
erection ofa Society, combining so 
much of the virtue, talents, and 
wealth ofthe country, and successful 
beyond all hope in its application to 
public benevolence. These are fa- 
cilities, my brethren, which, in my 
poor jadgment, no individual can 
safely neglect toemploy. These are 
ealls which I, for one, am afraid not 
to obey.’ 

‘ Wehave much lost time to re- 
deem,—many past injuries to cancel, 
—many and countless obligations to 
this afflicted people to repay. AslI 
stand here I seem to hear the voices 
of those Jews who evangelized the 
world, calling for some return to 
their country. I hear again the voice 
of Him who condescended to spring 
from a Jewish mother, and to dweil 
upon its favored soil, calling apon us 
to teach all nations, “ beginning as 
Jerusalem.” And hearing such invi- 
tations, I desire myself to obey them; 
and I feel it incumbent on me to say 
to you—Come, and letus join hand 
and heart in this great work.’ 


JEWISH MANUSCRIPT. 


Curious and Unique Manuscript. 


The literatiare likely to be highly 
joteresied with an original, ancient 
and complete manuscript of the Pen- 
tateuch, now in possession af Mr. Jo- 
seph Sums, of Darlington, Durham. 

This original copy is of leather ; it 
is in two volumes, about two feet 
wide, and measures 169 feet long. It 
is supposed of goat skin leather, and 
is most excellently dressed, so as to 
haveanexquisite softness to the touch. 
Each sheet of skin is divided into pa- 
ges, five inches and half width. The 
letters very large, and not only most 
excellently written, but ornamented 
with a number of Fagin or Coronac, 
which is a thing peculiar to the most 
@ncient.manuscripts. Each sheet of 
leather is stiched very neatly to the 
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others with a kind of substance in 
appearance not unlike cat-gut. 

‘Fhe antiquity of this manuscript 
may beinferred by its being written 
on leather, a circumstance which 
would hardly have taken place afier 
the invention of vellum was made— 
It was recently procured from the 
continent under the most interesting 
circumstances. It is believed to be 
from 14to 1500 years old ; and in a- 
ny case isthe oldest copy of the law 
extant. ‘There is reason to believe it 
has been above 800 years in one farni- 
ly, on the continent. Itis well known 
to what degree the Jews venerate 
their sacred books, and with what 
care they preserve them; it will 
therefore be believed, that nothing 
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but the most afflicting and imperious 
circumstances could induce a family 
loving their law, to part witha trea- 
sure so precious. During the calami- 
ties which followed the train of Bo- 
naparte’s wars, a Jewish family, of 
opulence was reduced to utter ruin, 
and compelled to emigrate. They 
came to Hollandin their exile, and 
were there so reduced as to be oblig- 
ed to pledge, as the last remaining re- 
source, this manuscript of their law, 
under a limitation of a considerable 
time for its redemption. The time 
expired, the pledge was not redeemed 
and the property was sold in Holland 
by the person who lent bis money on 
it. This most yaluable and antique 
performance is now likely to be a 
public benefit. 

It has been preserved with the 
greatest care, ina rich cover, fringed 
with a fine silk, and lined. The rol- 
lers on which the manuscript runs, are 
beautiful mahogany or iron wood.— 
It has been seen by a number of He- 
brew Scholars and Jews ; the former 
always expressing a literary enthusi- 
asm, and the latter treating it with 
the most solemn reverence. It has 
been collated by a very learned man, 
anc its reading preferred to the most 
ancient copies we have ; so that this 
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may justly be thought to be unique, 

as Wellas the most ancient copy of 

the five books of Moses in existeuce.
